NEEDS OF FUNSTON. 
Gen. Funston is understood to have 
told the War Department that he 
will need at least 156,000 to 18,000 
men to hold Vera Cruz, as well as the 
outiving Mdistricts, which he now has 
garrisoned.

The decision as to the number of 
troops to be given Gen. Funston has 
been left, it is understood, to the 
judgment of the general staff.

Rear-Admiral 
Badger had reported that the Ger- 
man steamship Krenpringessin Ce- 
cilie, believed to have on board a 
part cargo of munitions of war, was 
due to arrive at Puerto Mexico early 
today, and that another vessel was 
understood to be on the way. 
Officials pointed out that if the

SEIZE MEXICAN ARMS. 


American Troops Go Through the 
Country About Tejar with a Fine-

TEJAR (Mex.) May & — (By 
courier to Vera Cruz.) That the 
American military authorities here do 
not intend to be caught napping was 
made plain today when they sent aut 
at least 500 burro caravans, each com- 
posed of soldiers and marines. who 
were ordered to make a thorough ex- 
amination of the country and 
every rifle and bit of ammunition they 
could find. 

The caravans did thetr work well, 
and unearthed hidden firearms and 
ammunition In places that probably 
would be overlooked nine times in ten. 
From bales of straw many rifiee were 
pulled out from their hiding places: 
cellars, attics, outbuildings,.and even 
the goatskin milk bags used by the 


natives were found to hold munitions 
of varying age and pattern, but deadé- 


ly, nevertheless. An old, abandoned 


cemetery, used decades ago, also gave 
up a goodly portion of rifles and car- 


ges. 

The sentries entrenched in the sec- 
ond sector of this military cincle pe- 
ported having seen many campfires of 
the Mexican Federals between Tejar 
and Tembladeras, a distance of prob- » 
ably thirty miles. 

From Jalapa comes word that 
heavy Mexican Federa] forces have 
been withdrawn in the past few days, 
and that they will be either sent to 
Mexico City or used in strengthening 
the depleted Federal ranks to the west 
of Vera Cruz, commanded by Gen. 
Maas. 

The American infantry detail has 
completed 100 trenches in the first 
sector, which reach half way to Vera 
(Cruz. These trenches, which will be 
filled with American soldiers and ma- 
rines, command nearly the whole of 
the approach to Vera Cruz from the 
southwest, and from them a raking

Zubaran Declares Acts of Huerta 

Do Not Represent Sentiment of the 

People of Mexico.

This is the substance of a state-. 
ment by Rafael Zubaran, Constitu- 
tionalist representative here, made 
public by the State Department to- 


day. 

The note, submitted to the State 
Department severa!] days ago, was is- 
sued by the authority of Gen. Car- 
rangza himself. The full text of the 
note is: 

“The first chief of the Constitution- 
alist army, fully realizing the menace 
to the good relations between the peo- 
ple of Mexico and that of its neigh- 
boring republic, the United States, 
arising out of the wanton conduct of 
the usurper Huerta, has delegated the 
undersigned to make clear the feel- 
ings and the attitude of the Constitu- 
tionalists, and indeed the people of 
Mexico, toward: the United States. — 

“The United States and Mexico have 

friendly and peaceful relations, which 
not only the Constitutionalists, but the 
vast majority of the people of Mex- 
ico propose to firmly maintain. 
“Buch relations should not be af- 
fected by the acts of Huerta, since 
they do not voice the real sentiment 
of the nation. 

“Consequently it will be the purpose 
of the Conatitutionalists to strive to 
continue unaltered those relations be- 
tween the people of the two republics 
and resolve all difficulties in the same 
spirit.

THE NARRATIVE. 


Luke links the paragraph which 
constitutes our lesson for today with 
the events in connection with which 
our Lord had uttered His parable 
concerning the lost things. Whether 
it was spoken at the same time it may 
not be possible to determine, but this 


does not really matter. There is 


quite clearly a close connection be- 
tween its teaching and the whole of 
the occasion. While the able of 
lost things was spoken directly to 
Pharisees and scribes, that which we 
are now to consider was spoken to 


The whole value of this lesson is 
discovered in the fact that it deals 
with the subject of rewardship. The 
failure of Pharisees and scribes was 
the failure of those who at least 
claimed to be stewards of the Divine 
law. The men whom the Lord had 
gathered round Him as disciples were 
being prepared to fulfill that respon- 
sibility. 

Recognizing these facts we may 
turn to the parable. The story is per- 
fectly simple and straightforward. 
There have, however, been difficulties 
in the minds of some, as it seems to 
suggest that the Lord approved of 
the method of the steward in asking 
less of his lord's creditors than they 
really owed, in order to make a po- 
sition for himself. 

Let us then first glance at the end 
of the parable, where we find that our 
Lord said: “The sons of this age are 
for their own generation wiser than 
the sons of light.” Thus we see that 
He was making a contrast between 
the sons of this age and the sone of 
light. Moreover, the terms of the 
contrast are such as reveal the fact 
that our Lord limited their wisdom 
to their own generation. The stew- 
ard who is seen, therefore, was a son 
of hig age. His method was dishonest, 
but for a man thus limited, his action 
was wise, that is prudent, In the sense 
of being clever in our modern use of 
that word. This recognition was not 
at all a condonation of his fraud. No- 
tice aleo that it is not said that our 
Lord commended him, but that his 
lord did, who was also of his age. The 
one value, therefore, of the parable is 
that of the contrast it establishes be- 
tween men wholly of their age, and 
men who, professedly at least, were 
sons of light, dealing with eternal 
things. These latter had not mani- 
fested the same astuteness as had the 
former. 

THE TEACHING. 

The teaching of this lesson for us is 
found in the actual teaching of Jesus 
which followed His parable. The par- 
able iteelf was introductory, empha- 
sizing the one matter of the need for 
wisdom on the part of stewards. Hav- 
ing thus emphasized this, the Lord 
proceeded to give an illustration of 
how wisdom in that higher realm 
would operate. Here everything 
moves to a higher level, and into a 
clearer atmosphere. In this teaching 
we have a revelation of the wisdom 
of those who are stewards for the 
kingdom of heaven. The story of the 
parable had moved within the realm 
of material wealth, that is of Mam- 
mon. Fastening upon that, and re- 
taining it to illustrate the higher wis- 
dom, our Lord shows how Mammon is 
to be used by stewards of the king- 
fom of God. One glance beyord 
our lesson at verses 14 and 15 
will reveal to use the reason 
of our Lord's choice of tllustrafion, as 
these verses chronicle the effect pro-

The first words of Jesus by way of 
application constituted definite in- 
struction as to the true use of money. 
His disciples are to use it in order to 
make friends, not for the present life 
but for the eternal habitations, that 
is for the life that lies beyond, when 
wealth shall no longer have any pow- 
er. The whole philosophy of the re- 
lation of a Christian man to money 
is contained in this illuminative word. 
He is ever to use it in the interest 
of the final spiritual things. All 
money invested in the seeking and the 
saving of the lost is money which is 
making friends in this highest way. 
Or more broadly, all the wealth used 
in the work of Christ, whether it be in 
immediate relief of suffering or in 
those higher activities which are for 
the saving of men, is wealth used 
wisely according to spiritual stand- 


rd 

The question of stewardship being in- 
volved, our Lord followed this instruc- 
tion with what we may speak of as 
an argument for its accuracy, as He 
said: “He that is faithful in a very 
little is faithful also in much; and he 
that is unrighteous in a very little is 
unrighteous also in much;” the force 
of this statement being not that iff a 
man shows faithfulness in the use of 
wealth he is to be trusted with stew- 
ardship in a higher realm, but rather 
that when a man is faithful in the lit- 
tle material wealth, it is because he is 
faithful in the responsibilities of the 
much of spiritual things. 

This argument was immediately fol- 


to the first one is that no one will com- 
mit the trusteeship of spiritual things 
to those who are unfaithful in mater- 
ial things, and that because infidelity 
in material things proves either infi- 
delity or incapacity in spiritual things. 
The answer to the second question is 
also that no one will give men that 
which is their own if they have not 
been faithful in trusteeship. Fatlure 
in stewardship is failure in personal 
life, and a man comes into the true 
possession of that which belongs to 
himeelf only through faithfulness in 
his dealing with that which belongs 
to others. 

The whole principle is finally ex- 
pressed in the words, “Ye cannot serve 
God and Mammon.” 

THE GOLDEN TEXT. 

At the real meaning of this we have 
gianced in the course of the lesson 
itself. The one application which we 
need to make is that it shows the 
necessity for faithfulness in much, 
and keeping this parable in relation 
to the whole movement, faithfulness 
in the much is sympathy with the at- 
titudes of God as revealed in chapter 
fifteen.

PRESCOTT (Ariz) May 7.—News 
has been received in Flagstaff that at 
Omaha the United States Grand jury 
hes returned indictments against for- 
ty-two persons accused of complicity 
in what is alleged to have been a 
most unique fraud that has been in 
ccontinuous operation in northern 
Arizona for years past. The principal 
indictments were against the officers 
of the corporation, understood to 
have the title of the United States 
Liveretock Company, including J. 8. 
ana A. C. Smith, Garner, Gray, Lind- 
sey and Wharton. 

The plan of operations was to sell 
at a very low price a brand of horses 
on the range northeast of Flagstaf?. 
lt is assumed that with the sale the 
purchasers paid down a substantial 
advance. At the bottom of the trans- 
action was the admitted fact that this 
certain brand was in existence upon 
the Arizona range, though the num- 
ber of animals bearing the brand or 
claimed by the company seems al- 
inost impossible to determine. The 
purchasers, usually experienced 
etock men, would, under the terms of 
their contract, start to round up the 
horses. Invariably this was found 
almost impossible, for the ponies were 
wilder than deer, and at the most 
four or five might be secured at an 
expense far greater than their value. 

lt is told that a number of years 
age. an Indian trader secured the as- 
sistance of several hundred Navajos 
and started a grand round up, but 
that he secured only half a dozen 
ponies for his pains, the rest of them 
bresking through the cordon that 
was being drawn around them. There 
seemed to be no way under local laws 
for reaching the sellers and so the 
rustter finally was taken to the United 
Ftates authorities as an alleged vio- 
lation of the postal laws.

THOUSANDS OF WOMEN PLAN 
MARCH ON CAPITOL. 


Iilinois Delegation Will Be Given 
the Place of Honor in Big Demon- 
stration Scheduled to Influence

Los Angeles Taxpayers Must Try to Float Issue of 
Siz and a Half Million Dollars, the Voters Decide. 
Over Seventy-nine Thousand Ballots Cast in a Spir- 


Y A MARGIN of 23280 votes the 
5 electors of Los Angeles yesterday 
sanctioned the issuance of $6,500,- 
000 in bonds for the purpose of com- 
pleting aqueduct power plant No, 1 
and the construction or acquisition of 


this city. A majority of two-thirds 
of the vote cast was required. The 
vote was: 
Por the bonds ........... 56,199 
Against the bonds ....... 23,179

The issue was not long in doubt. 
It was practically certain by 9 o’clock 
last night that the bonds had carried. 
By 9:30 o'clock 425 of the 446 pre- 
cincts had reported and made it sure. 
After that it was simply a matter of 
awaiting the reports from the late 
precincts and of tabulating the total. 
The vote was surprisingly large in 
spite of the fact that there are 143,- 
000 voters registered within the city. 
At noon both sides were accusing the 
voters of apathy on an important 
question. 

Members of the City Council stated 
last night that the $1,250,000 in bonds 
for the completion of the power plant 
in San Francisquito Canyon will be 
issued at once. Following their is- 
suance steps in accordance with reso- 
lutions of the Council will be taken to 
have a valuation made by the State 
Railroad Commission of portions of 
the distributing systems of one or 
more of the companies now serving 
the city. Once this valuation is made 
Steps are to be taken by court action 
to condemn the desired property and 
the bonds for the purpose will be 
made available. 


FIGHT BY AUTO.

RREST REVEALS 
MURDER CHARGE. 


MAN PICKED UP FOR DESERTION 
HUNTED FOR MONTHS.

Charge Made That He Killed a 
Prospector in the Mountains North 
of San Bernardino and Took 
Treasure Which Recluse Had 
Baried in a Barley Sack. 


Sought by the police for nine 
months, during which time he has 
drifted almost all over the United 
States, H. A. Buckhart, a_ railroad 
man, suspected of having participated 
in the murder of an old miner near 
San Bernardino, essayed to pass De- 
tective Roberds at First and Spring 
streets yesterday afternoon and was 
arrested. At the time, ignorant of the 
serious Charge against him, his wife 
was at the Natick House, waiting for 
his apprehension for having deserted 
her. 


Thursday information was given 
the San Bernardino police that Buck- 
hart was in Los Angeles. His descrip- 
tion was telegraphed here at once, 
together with the information that he 
had deserted his wife. Roberds, in 
company with Detecfive Ritch, recog- 
nized the man from description, and 
he was taken to Central Police Sta- 
tion. Investigation of his record re- 
vealed that he was wanted for a kill- 
ing last August. 

In company with other men, the 
police allege, Buckhart, on August 16, 
1913, went to the lonely cabin of J 
C. Pritchard, an old miner, who lived 
as a recluse in the mountains north 
of San Rernardino, and killed him, 
taking $1200 that the prospector had 
buried in a barley sack. 

From that time, Mrs. Buckhart, 
who lived in San Bernardino at the 
time, has not seen her husband. Re- 
cently she charged him with deser- 
tion, ignorant of the more serious 
charge pending. 

E. said to have partici- 
pated with Buckhart fn the killing, is 
now in jail at San Bernardino. Buck- 
hart was taken there last night by 
Deputy Sheriff Smith.

ments were setting a shocking prece- 
dent for the neighbors.

The Times ventures to say that there is 
not a bond-buying house in the United 
States which would take a bond issue of 
$6,000,000 voted as illegally as that of yes- 
terday. As The Times explained over and 
over again, it was grossly unfair to com- 
bine the issues instead of segregating 
them—to compel citizens who might be in 
favor of one issue and against the other 
to vote for or against both, robbing them, 
thus, of the right of discrimination and 
virtually of their franchise. This trick was 
clearly against the law; the courts have 
so held. It kept thousands of voters away 
from the polls yesterday. 

The question involved differs from an 
election of officers or a change in a form 
of government. When, in managing their 
own affairs, the people by a majority vote 
utter their will, that is supreme. But in 
this instance there are two parties con- 
cerned in a business transaction—the city 
of Los Angeles and the power company 
ownership, each having legal rights and 
the prerogative of defending them. As in 
all such cases, the courts must be the final 
arbiters. The majority of the people of 
Los Angeles have expressed their desire, 
and it must be respected, so far as it can 
be; but the legal rights of the other party 
to the business in hand must also be rec- 
ognized and fully determined. It is fortu- 
nate for investors of all kinds, big and 
little, that such is the case. It is well for 
the people of Los Angeles that millions 
cannot be “scattered” without protest. 

Of course the bonds will have to stand 
the court's test; and the vital question 
involved must go to the Supreme Court of 
the United States. That involves a sus- 
pense of several years. That means a good 
thing for the power companies, into whose 
hands the bonds campaigners played. 

It ie a shame that the City Council did 
not take action which would have insured 
immediate distribution of the city’s aque 
duct power, instead of playing politics. 

The Times is the only newspaper in Los 
Angeles that had the courage to stand 
fast against the paternalistic idea in this 
election. The fact that over 23,000 out of 
79,000 voters voted against the bonds 
shows that there was a marked division of 
public sentiment, and that very large num- 
bers of our earnest and thoughtful men 
and women are arrayed against the ex- 
tinction of individualism. 

In the end of it all, right and justice 
must prevail. In the end, too, sound bust- 
ness judgment must be vindicated. After 
years of experimentation and loss those 
who have been befogged will see more 
clearly. Meanwhile, with a _ confidence 
that everything will come out right and 
that Los Angeles will grow and prosper, 
no matter how elections may go, we can 
all be happy and join in the cheering for 
the best city on earth. 


CHOOL BONDS SHOULD BE VOTED. 
Despite the heavy taxes to be levied 
upon the people by the carrying of the 
power bonds yesterday, if the bonds should 
ever be issued or sold, there is no doubt at 
all of the necessity and wisdom of voting 
the $4,600,000 school bonds which are to be 
submitted to the people at a special elec 
tion next Thursday. 

The demand for additional accommoda 
tions and teachers for the city schools is 
imperative. No matter how great the 
pressure of assessment may be, the schools 
must have this money. 

The Times has warned the friends of 
the schools and warns them again that 
this bond issue is in danger. The neces- 
sary two-thirds vote will not be easy to 
get. People are tired of voting bonds and 
paying extra taxes. 

But beyond peradventure the school 
bonds should be voted and every friend 
of the schools should rally for them. The 
expenditure of the money will be in safe 
hands in this case, and citizens need have 
no apprehensions on that score. Such is 
not always the case. In more than one in- 
stance funds raised in this way may have 
been shamefully wasted. 

There will always be, as there was yes- 
terday, a strong protesting element when 
a new bond issue is projected, to be added 
to the burdens already accumulated. And 
so The Times once more insists upon the 
necessity of work to carry the schoo! bonds 
next week. 


ATER POWER ON NAVIGABLE 
STREAMS. 

It was decided by the Supreme Court 
of the United States in the case of the 
Chandler-Dunbar Water Company that 
where the ownership by the United States 
of all lands and property of every kind 
and description upon and adjoining a nav- 
igable stream is necessary for the purposes 
of improving navigation, such ownership 
may be acquired by the government by 
condemnation proceedings. 

The technical title to the beds of the 
navigable rivers of the United States is 
either in the States in which the rivers 
are situated or in the owners of the land 
bordering upon such rivers. Whether in 
one or the other is a question of local law. 
But this right is subject to the superior 
right of the United States to promote and 
protect navigation. If, in order to con- 
struct works to improve the navigation of 
the stream, it is necessary to use the bed 
of the stream, or the land bordering there- 
on, or both, the. United States may con-

demn the same. But in fixing the amount 
to be paid for the property condemned its 


power was always subject to the dominant 
public right of navigation, and, as against 
that right, no property in the bed or in 
the running waters of a navigable stream 
can be acquired. 

In the Chandler-Dunbar case the lower 
court that was charged with the duty of 
condemnation awarded $550,000 for the un- 
developed water power of the river at the 
St. Mary’s rapids in excess of the supposed 
requirements of navigation. The company 
claimed that the undeveloped water power 
was worth $3,450,000 instead of $550,000 
allowed, and appealed to the Supreme Court 
of the United States. The government ap- 
pealed from the decision allowing $550,000 


‘for the undeveloped water power, on the 


ground that the Chandler-Dunbar Company 
had no rights in such undeveloped water 
power; that, as the same belonged to the 
government for the purpose of works to 
improve navigation, it could not be re 


property. .

“It is, at best, not clear how the Chand- 
ler-Dunbar Company can be heard to ob- 
ject to the selling of any excess of water 
power which may result from the con- 
struction of such controlling or remedial 
works as shall be found advisable for the 
improvement .of navigation, inasmuch as it 
had no property right in the river which 
had been ‘taken.’ It has, therefore, no in- 
terest whether the government permit the 


the means of pro ucing some return upon 
the great expenditure.” 

The decision is clear that, as against the 
right of the United States to appropriate 
the waters of a navigable stream for the 
purpose of improving navigation, and to 
lease the surplus power produced, a pri- 
vate corporation or individual can acquire 
no rights whatever; that the United States 
may condemn and pay for land it may 
take and for dams, machinery, aqueducts, 
or other property which it may take or 
render worthless, but among such “other 
property” the value of the power taken 
away from the company may not be in- 
cluded, for, while the company might own 
such power as against private individuals, 
it did not own and never could own it as 
against the right of the United States to it 
for the purposes of improving navigation. 

Of course this ruling applies only to nav- 
igable waters. The United States has no 
such right in unnavigable streams. 


OWNERSHIP OF TELE- 
GRAPHS A LOSS. 

The government of Great Britain pur- 
chased the telegraph systems of the coun- 
try in 1869. The private companies were 
at that time making a profit of $1,600,000 
a year. Within three yeats of the purchase 
all profits had ceased, and in most of the 


postal department has not even been able 
to pay interest upon the original capital, 
In addition, the taxpayers have been called 
upon to spend large sums on development 
work, for which not a penny of interest 
has ever been allowed, and Parliament, 
year after year, has to provide considera- 
ble sums to make up the deficiency in 
working expenses.

It greatly surprises many people to learn 
that organizations of shippers, especially in 
the Eastern States, have petitioned the 
Interstate Commerce Commission to grant 
the 5 per cent. increase on freight rates as 
requested by the railroads. The spectacle 
of the shippers asking to pay higher freight 
rates must be astounding to those who 
have regarded Big Business as an ompiv- 
orous monster to be shackled by legisla 
tion and forcibly deprived of its profits. 

But the shippers through Ohio, Pennsyl- 
vania, New York and Illinois, absolutely 
dependent upon the efficiency of the rail- 
roads, have been convinced by the most 
forcible of all arguments—financial losses 
and inconvenience themselves directly due 
to the impoverishment of the railroads— 
that the requests of the railroads are just 
and should be granted.

American Review of Reviews for May and 
taken from a statement made by Presi- 
dent Rea of the Pénnsylvania system. 

The situation has been brought about 
by inadequate rates, increasing cost of op 
eration, the high cost of railroad capital 
due to the fright of the investing public 
over increasing wages, taxes and govern- 
mental] restraint, and inability of the rail- 
roads to offer the higher returns to capt- 
tal which it is insisting on in response to 
the general higher cost of living. 

During the past few years the cost of 
track maintenance on the Lehigh Valley 
Railroad, as one instance, has increased 
from $735 to $1524 per mile per year. The 
cost of locomotives has increased from 
$15,000 to $25,000, and the cost of coaches 
increased from $8000 to $12,000. 


The railroads have been unable to bor- 
row money at the same rate of interest as 
other borrowers. In that particular the Re- 
view of Reviews says: “Although during 
recent months there has been an abundant 
supply of money, bringing the call loan 
rate in Wall street to 2 per cent. or less, 
and allowing first-class commercial bor- 
rowers to obtain money for 3% per cent. 
to 3% per cent.. the railroads have been 
forced, owing to the widespread and deep 
apprehension concerning their future, to 
pay from 6 per cent. to 6% per cent. for 
‘money to be used for short terms, from six 
months to five years. This is true even 
of roads whose credit in their class should 
compare fairly with the credit of gilt-edged 
commercial borrowers in their class.” 


A summary of the causes for 


state Commerce Commission that since 
1910 the eastern railroads have increased 
their investment in property and equip- 
ment by $660,000,000. During that period 
their gross earnings increased $186,000,000, 
but the expenses of doing business in- 
creased $203,000,000. This means that, in- 
stead of adding to their net earnings some 
$40,000,000 which would have been the re- 
sult if the new capital had succeeded in 
obtaining a return of 6 per cent., without 
any loss on the return on the. old capital— 
they actually find themselves poorer by 
$17,000,000 annual net than they were be- 
fore making this new investment of $660,- 


The Review of Reviews says: “The 
most recent reports of the operations of 
the railroads seem to justify their conten- 
tion that a real crisis is at hand. So far as 
concerns the roads in the eastern classifi- 
cation of territory, not only has there been 
a very sharp decline in gross earnings— 
& matter of much import in a country 
where traffic has been doubling every ten 
or twelve years; the falling off of net 
earnings has been unparalleled in the his- 
tory of the roads. , 

“During the past seven months to Feb- 
ruary 1 these lines suffered a loss of 
$5,600,000 in gross earnings and $52,000,- 
000 in net earnings. For the months of 
January and February of this year the net 
earnings of the New York Central were 
only 24 per cent. of the figure for 1913, and 
the net for the Pennsylvania system fell 
off no less than 52 per cent. 

“It is reported that eastern railroads 
laid off during the past half year more 
than 100,000 men. Numbers of trains have 
been withdrawn from the schedules, Not 
since the panic of 1907 and the following 
depression has there been such a whole 
sale cancelling of railroad orders for 
equipment, supplies and material. 

“Tt is estimated by financial statisticians 
outside the railroads that the year 1914 
will show a decline from last year in net 
earnings of the country’s roads of from 
ninety to one hundred million dollars.” 


Many of the railroads regarded as solid 
institutions passed dividends this year, and 
—- all have cut down in the divi- 

ends. 

One of the heaviest demands made 
against them in many States has been in 
the form of the legislative requirements 
imposed, as for instance the extra-crew 
laws passed in several States has cost over 
$6,000,000 per year without, according to 
the railroads, aiding the safety or efficiency 
of the train operation. 

As a sample of the legislative drains 
they point out that the State of New Jer- 
sey has passed a law making the railroads 
pay the entire cost of changing grade 
crossings, and they say that if all of the 
grade crossings had to be removed at once 
the cost at least would be $60,000,000, 

It is obvious to an impartial observer, 
says the Review of Reviews, that the rail- 
roads are honestly puzzled by the variety 
and mumber of legislative restrictions, 
many of which are ill-advised or even in 
direct conflict with one another.

Knight, who took $10,000 
worth of stock, brought suit to 
rescind the contract on the ground 
of misrepresentation.

When the hotel company was or-

Staats could 
not be held responsible, as he was 
only the agent in the stock-floatinc 
transaction.

Gow’s story is the usual one of an 
early miestep and the penalty that is 
sometimes paid in bitter installments 
throughout the following years.

He came to California and bought 
a ranch, which he pald for in Iinetall- 
ments. He married and his wife 
helped him save to get the land clear. 
Then they decided to have a vacation 
at Venice. It was at this place that 
he says he met a former friend who 
knew him and his record. Partly 
by threat and partly by persuasion he 
got Gow to join him In the many rob- 
beries that terrorized Long Beach 
this winter. Twenty distinct affairs 
are laid at Gow'’s door and many 
prominent people suffered losses vary- 
ing from one to several thousands of 
dollars. Busch’s loss was said to be 
$5000. 

Gow was arrested through pawn 
tickets and confessed to the robbery 
of the Buech apartment and several 
others. Through his confession more 
than half of the stolen property was 
recovered. 

When Gow was arrested his wife 
rallied to his side and it is largeiv 
through her untiring efforts that a 
strong movement has been started to 
secure probation for him. Probation 
Officer Dodd said yesterday he would 
not recommend probation.

et plan is no more than a 
Prescription for action—a 
mage for hard work; it tells 
Miwhen to proceed—it fur- 
— but it does not pro- 
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The mere acquisition of know!- 
edge and the attainment of infor- 
mation produce nothing but learned 
asses. ‘Time employed without 
utility is spent in futility. 

Patentees are scldom the first to 
realize the potentialities of their in- 
ventions—but they earn all the 
credit and cash they derive from 
their inspirations, because they do 
not pause at the conception but 
persist until possibility is tinkered 
into fact. 

Vision is valuable only to those 
who can plod through the plans 
they plot out. 

Any healthy man has sufficient 
imagination to fancy a route to for- 
tune. 


You yourself have surveyed 
many a path into the future along 
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which you could have met success, 
but you are obscure and poor not 
that you are unfit or that your 
“hunches” were unfeasible, but be- 
cause faith did not pursue your as- 
pirations with purpose and persist- 
ence.

T IS known on maps as Sherman Way,

Today the 
whole sixteen miles of this highway on both 
sides really make thirty-two miles of 
kaleidoscopic beauty more brilliant than a 
rainbow. There are 40,000 rose bushes 
along the way and they are all now in full 
bloom, some of them red as a Mexican bat- 
tle field, others as white as a blanket of 
snow, some pink, and all the shades be- 
tween. The vista is as beautiful as the 
imagination can picture, and you might 
travel the world over and not find another 
spot like Sherman Way, the great rainbow 
way of the San Fernando Valley. 


Olives in Vogue. 

MERICANS are about as cosmopolitan 

as any people in the world, and they 
are this in every feature of their life. 
There are a few Americans left who think 
when they taste am olive that somebody 
has put some strong acid on the plums as 
a joke. Olives and olive oil are consumed 
in large quantities in the country, are part 
of the daily diet of hundreds of thousands 
of Americans, and are becoming more pop 
ular every day. California, or at most the 
Great Southwest, is the only section of the 
country where the olive tree flourishes. 
The olives and the oil of the olive are be- 
coming great industries in this part of the 
country. In the Imperial Valley dozens of 
farmers are planting from one to twenty 
acres, mostly to Mission olives. The prefer- 
ence for this variety indicates the purpose 
of converting them into oil, as the small 
Spanish olive is not good excepting as an 
oil-producer, being particularly full of the 
oil but too sma!l for pickling purposes. 


A Big Oi! Deal. 

HE securing of control of the Union Oil 

Company of California and the General 
Petroleum Company by a syndicate of Eng- 
lish capitalists transfers to the foreign 
company an output of 90,000 barrels a day, 
or about one-third of the total output of the 
State. There is a report coming from Lon- 
don that the English government is in- 
volved in this deal, as the long-continued 
disturbance in Mexico threatens the Eng- 
lish navy with the cutting off of its supply 
of fuel oil. It would look as if our own gov- 
ernment might take a pointer from this 
deal and cast an anchor to windward in se- 
curing a supply for our own ships. 


An Appealing Pian. 

OS ANGELES has an immense stretch 
of very attractive seacoast from Santa 
Monica Canyon to the mouth of the Santa 
Ana River at Balboa and Newport, and run- 
ning on beyond the river by Laguna and 
Oceanside, even to San Diego and Chula 
Vista. These beaches are reached, as far 
as Balboa at least, by trolley lines of the 
Pacific Electric Railroad, which runs fre- 
quent trains affording excellent service. But 
to get from one beach town to another it 
is in some cases necessary to return to the 
city and take a train by a different line in 
the great system. It has an appealing 
sound to one to hear of a plan to connect 
several of these towns by a great boulevard. 
This plan involves for the most part the 
beaches in Orange county, and the proposed 
improvement is to cost about $30,000. For 
automobiles to get from one beach to an- 
other it is frequently necessary to make a 
great detour and thereby miss the beauty 
of the beach scenery.

There the Sheriff and his men 
were invited to take refreshment. They left 
their arms in an adjoining room. They 
were waited on by the young daughter, 
who, when they were departing, begged 
the Sheriff not to pursue the outlaws. “You 
will be killed,’ she said earnestly, for she 
knew what had taken place while the men 
were eating. 

“When the Sheriff and his men were 
about three or four miles north of El Toro, 
they were ambushed. They found to their 
horror that the loads had all been drawn 
from their guns—-presumably by their host 
while they were accepting hospitality. Bar- 
ton, Little and Baker were killed, and the 
others chased Alexander and Daly to San 
Gabriel, Swartz to San Pedro, and Hardy 
near to town. 

“The community was thoroughly aroused. 

Gen. Andres Pico organized a posse of from 
fifty to sixty men. There were, besides, a 
party of forty who left for San Juan within 
two hours after the arrival of Hardy and 
Alexander in Los Angeles, and another 
under James Thompson. Almost a hundred 
bad characters were killed before the real 
criminals were brought to bay in the moun- 
tain fastness.” It is recorded that Flores, 
Lopez and Espinosa were captured, escaped, 
— were captured again, finally being 
lodged in the jail at Los Angeles, and ex- 
ecuted by popular vote. Pancho Daniels, 
who murdered Sheriff Barton, was caught 
in 1858, concealed in a haystack at San 
Jose. Through legal juggling a change of 
venue to Santa Barbara county was se- 
cured, when the Vigilantes again came to 
the front, and on the morning of November 
30 something dangled from the crossbeam 
of the jail door. Chico Contreraig was the 
only member of the guilty party who es- 
caped death. He made a full confession, 
and was therefore deported to Mexico. 
In 1868, J. Frank Burns, the first Republi- 
can elected to office in Los Angeles county, 
became Shériff, having been elected by the 
Democrats. During his service from this 
time until March, 1872, he took 101 men and 
sent them to State’s prison. He has many 
a thrilling escapade with horse and cattle 
thieves—then abounding—to relate. At one 
time, alone, he followed his men from Los 
Angeles to within ten miles of Mojave, Kern 
county. When within a half mile of his 
quarry, he dismounted, and before daylight 
thrust his six-shooter into the ear of the 
sleeping fugitive. He then tied him to his 
horse, and brought him in.

The 
author was Michael Scott, a Scotchman, and 
these canny people have the reputation of 
exercising a very profound and correct judg- 
ment.

The excellence of this story is vouched for 
in the judgment of Samuel Taylor Coleridge, 
one of the great literary critics of the ages, 
who declared it to be the best-told tale of 
his time. 
* The incident in the tale referred to here 
was about as follows: There was a Yankee 
skipper with a small sloop which plied be 
tween the coast of Florida and other Guilf.of- 
Mexico ports in the United States and varti- 
ous places in the West Indies. One day a 
boatload of sailors from the English man-of- 
war came across this Yankee craft when 
t'e skipper was bent over presenting a rear 
view to the English jackies. They thought 
it would be fun to take a pot shot at the 
American, and proceeded to pepper him with 
small shot in a part of his anatomy where 
no serious damage could result, but where 
the pain would be intense. 

As another Scotch author says: “The 
best-laid plans o' mice and men gang aft

You 
may trust them and they will never betray 
you. You may trust them with your money, 
for they are honest. In fact, you may do 
anything and everything with an American 
and be the gainer by your intercourse with 
him—except fight with him. Never do that

It is a century and a quarter since 
the United States first became a nation, and 
in all that time one can count on the fingers 
of one hand, leaving out the thumb, all the 
wars the country has ever been engaged in. 
Moreover, in every war America has ever 
waged the enemy has been the aggressor 
and his acts have been provocative of the 
war. A handful of people when the half- 
crazy and wholly imbecile monarch of Great 
Britain irritated the colonists so that war 
was inevitable, they met and defeated the 
trained soldiers of Great Britain in battle 
after battle upon land, and the hardy sailors 
of Great Britain in many a sea fight where 
the odds were all on the side of the mother 
country. 

When again the exasperating 
of the English government forced America 
into war in 1812 the baby nation whipped 
her mother in many a battle. One notable; 
defeat stands (not to the discredit of the 
United States.) For in the battle between 
the Chesapeake and the Shannon the noble 
and patriotic but unrestrained and flery 
Capt. Lawrence sailed out of Boston Harbor 
in a ship utterly unprepared to fight, manned 
by a crew of foreigners picked up along- 
shore, and who mutinied going down the bay 
until Capt. Lawrence paid their wages out. 
of his own pocket. te 

In fact, Americans have never had much 
of a fight on their hands excepting in the 
Civil War where Americans fought Ameri- 
cans. On neither side did there figure regu- 
lar soldiers trained to war, but an army 
made up of men from the farms of America, 
men from the dry-goods counters and tellers’ 
windows of the banks, and the world can- 
not show conflicts elsewhere like those that 
took place when Americans fought with 
Americans. There is no other record in the 
annals of humanity where such obstinate 
fighting took place as at Shiloh, Gettysburg 
and through the Wilderness. The English 
battles in the Transvaal were fierce and 
bloody, but nothing like those in the Civil

“Here, we will say, we have an officer 
who has completed the four-year course at 
West Point and has been commissioned in 
a regiment. Immediately he starts on a 
supplemental three-year course in the gar- 
rison schools. If he proves to be successful 
in a competitive examination he goes thence 
to the service school of his arm—infantry, 
cavairy, field artillery or coast artillery. A 
year there, and, if he again wins in a com- 
petitive examination, he goes to the staff 
college for another year. Graduates of the 
staff college constitute a preferred class for 
admission to the war college for its one-year 
course. Ten solid years of study, you will 
observe. But that is not all; there is a 
post-graduate course to be taken every year. 

“Do not imagine that all this study is 
theoretical; it is intensely practical. The 
thirty officers that constitute one year's 
class at the war college, on what we call 
tactical rides, have to ride nearly 800 miles 
on horseback during that year.” 

Following the purely academic work in 
the war college the officers start on these 
tactical rides in the vicinity of Washington. 
War situations are imagined and the riders 
are required to work out in the field the 
resulting problems, preparing their orders 
and placing their theoretical bodies of 
troops precisely as if on a campaign. 

Then come the historical rides, in which 
the Officers are taken over the great battle- 
fields of the Civil War, studying those bat- 
tiles, fighting them over again on the ground 
under modem conditions. Finally comes 
the staff ride, the more advanced study in 
the field of grand One of the At- 
lantic Coast cities, it will be imagined, has 
been invested by from 100,000 to 200,000 of 
the enemy's troops. This year the hisfori- 
cal ride, which started May 1, takes the 
students down the Shenandoah Valley and 
in the tracks of Grant's and Lee’s armies. 


Privates Also Schooled. 


“While we are civing our officers every 
facility for perfecting themselves in their 
profession,” went on Gen. Wotherspoon, 
“we have not lost sight of the enlisted man. 
He has his schools in great. number, too. 
They are designed to make him attain his 
maximum efficiency as a soldier and at the 
same time to equip him to re-enter civil life 
in more remunerative employ than he could 
command before he became a soldier. It 
may truly be said that the army is a great 
training cchool for citizenship, for In the 
broader aspect the habits of discipline, or- 
der and respect for law that it instilis make 
the intelligent soldier a better citizen than 
he otherwise would be. 

“Modern soldiering is a more complex oc- 
cupation than many imagine. The making 
of the modern soldier is more difficult than 
was the making of a soldier in earlier 
stages of our country’s history. In the 
old days the average American necessarily 
was trained to arms, having to battle with 
pioneer conditions. Today our population 
is predominantly urban. Our weapons are

Forty Years an Officer. 


Roughly in outline, this is a part of the 
work of the War College.

The care he shall 
take of his feet, for he must march; the 
food and drink that he shall put into his 
stomach, for it is axiomatic that an army 
marches on its stomach: the precautions 
that he must take to keep himself bodily 
fit—these are essentials in the education of 
the soldier. They are of far greater impor- 
tance than ability to march straight in col- 
umn of fours. 

“But aside from teaching these things, the 
army maintains post schools at all army 
posts where the enlisted men may obtain at 
no expense a grammar-school education. 
Then we have highly specialized schools for 
cooks and bakers, for horseshoers and far- 
riers, for electricians and for other trades 
The intelligent soldier who avails himself 
of the educational advantages we offer can 
go out into civil life at the end of his enlist. 
ment infinitely better equipped to be mas- 
ter of his own destiny than can his un- 
trained civilian fellow. 

“The army’s educational system extends 
beyond its own organization. A notable ex- 
ample is in the college student camps- in-

I went into the sacristy. This is a mu- 
seum of antique carving and painting, and 
in one of the walls is a vault filled with 
treasures, including gold, silver and pre 
cious stones. The total value is said to be 
more than $1,000,000, and a large part of 
this is made up by what is known as the 
custodia, a box that contains the sacrament 
at the times of processions. This box is of 
solid gold. It weighs thirty-six pounds and 
it was made of gold plates that were taken 
from the Inca Temple of the Sun. The dia- 
monds and emeralds upon it are worth more 
than the gold itself. These treasures are 
stored away in a closet with a door of 
wrought iron, so rude that it could be opened 
by any safe-breaker or common United 
States burglar. It is perhaps the reverence 
of the people and the fear of damnation 
that preserve it from theft. 

As I stood in the cathedral, mass was be 
ing celebrated. Two hundred women, 
dressed all in black, with black shawls over 
their heads, knelt on the stone floor. There 
were perhaps twenty men scattered over 
the church, and through them all were 
patches of color made by the Indians who 
wore ponchos of red, blue, or yellow and 
whose bare feet were turned up to the roof 
as they muttered their prayers. There 
were also Indian women in short skirts and 
red shawis, scme of whom had packs on 
their backs and not a few of whom had 
ba bies. 


Leaving the cathedral, I took a stroll 
through the city. I first visited the portales 
or stores selling Indian goods. These run 
along the opposite side of the plaza facing 
the cathedral. They take up the ground 
floors of a block of two-story houses, the 
upper stories of which extend out over the 
street and are upheld by stone columns, 


_| forming an arcade, where the gaily-clad cus 


tomers walk or stand as they shop. The 
stores are like caves or holes in the wall. 
The doorways look as though they were cut 
out with a cross-cut saw. They are of rec 
tangular shape and are flush with the 
street. The night I arrived in Cuzco was 
one of the saints’ days, and the stores were 
shut by thick slabs of wood that come to 
gether like the folding doors of a barn. In- 
deed they look more like stable doors than 
those of a store. Some of them are four 
inches thick. All are closed, and kept so 
with great padlocks Of wrought iron, centu- 
ries old. Single locks weigh ten or twenty 
pounds, and they are s» constructed that 
one must use a halfdozen keys to open 
them. 

The next day as I again strolled through 
these arcades | saw that all of the store. 
keepers are women. They are fat cholos 
who wear very full skirts and who keep 
their shawls and hats on while attending to 
business. Many of them have some manu- 
facturing, in addition to their selling. They 
have little hand sewing machines which 
they rest upon boxes or chairs, and, kneel- 
ing or sitting on the floor, make the gar- 
ments that the Indians use. 


From these cavelike shops I walked 
around the corner and up a narrow street 
walled with merchandising establishments 
of a better class. Here the stores are 
larger, but they have the same cave-like en- 
trances and are of much the same character. 
One block is called Coca street, because ev- 
ery shop on each side of it has bales of coca 
leaves among its wares. | watched the In- 
dians shopping and noticed that each of 
them bought coca, although the most of 
them had at the time quids of these leaves 
in their cheeks. 


Going onward, I passed the ancient foun- 
tain built by the Incas and watched the 
pongo or Indidn man house-servant filling 
his jars. This fountain represents a young 
girl with a figure like a chrysanthemum over 
her head. on the top of which is a cross. 
The figure is nude and out of the breasts 


pour two continuous streams of pure water. 


A little farther on I stopped to look at the 


“| market. This is held in a plaza about half 


of which is covered with long galvanized 
iron sheds upheld by posts. Under the 
sheds are zinc counters upon which the 
meat is laid out for sale, and farther over 
are sheds for vegetables, where the Indian 
and cholo women sit on the stones with their 
wares piled around them. Still farther over 
are sheds for fruits, and in the wide, open 
spaces out in the sun they are selling fuel 
consisting of wood, llama droppings and 
charcoal. There are other peddlers here 
and there, and scattered about are cook 
shops, where the Quicha Indians are eating 
soup and fried stuffs cooked over clay or 
sheet-iron stoves while you walt. 

In the shed part of the market the women 


have stalls, each about five feet square. | 
asked as to the prices and found that eggs 
are now selling at 24 cents a dozen. Beef 
costs 7% cents a pound and mutton 10 
cents, whether it be lamb or old ram. The 
part of the animal from which the cut 
comes makes no difference. You pay the 
same for a steak cut from the loin or the 
neck. The butcher women have no scales 
and they guess at the weight. 

Vegetables are not sold by measure, but in 
piles, and the usual price per pile is 5 cents, 
or 2% cents American. Here is a woman 
selling red peppers. She has a cloth cov- 
ered with piles of ten each. They sell for 
5 cents per pile. In the next stall are green 
beans, each containing a handful, and be- 


side them cakes of native cheese the size of ; 


a biscuit, that you can buy for a nickel. 

A little farther over they are selling 
quinua. This is a grain as bigfas the head 
of a pin that the Indians use to make mush. 
The piles are half a pint each and they cost 
2 or 3 cents. The same woman has corn in 
plies of ten nubbihs as long as your finger, 
and also hominy in a cloth looking like a 
dirty dish rag. The hominy grains are as 
big as my thumb nail, and about half as 
thick as my thumb. 


I am interested in the potatoes. This is 
their natural home. The great-great-great- 
grandfathers and mothers of all our potatoes 
were born on this high plateau of the Andvs. 
The tubers are of all colors and sizes; some 
as big as my fist, others the size of a thim- 
ble. Some are bright red, others yellow, 
others black, and some little ones are as 
pink as the toes of your baby, and not much 
bigger around. The pink ones are used to 
make soup. 

The corn also is of many colors and of 
different varieties. Here is a pile as black 
as your boots. A little further over is one 
of bright yellow and the next pile is dark 
red. The same woman has white chuno for 
sale. By this I mean frozen potatoes which 
have been put overnight in the water and 
then sprinkled and frozen and dried. They 
will then last for years without spoiling, and 
are a favorite dish of the Indians. 

It is interesting to watch the market 
women. Some of them are cholos, as you 
can tell by their straw hats, and their com- 
plexions, which are not so dark as those of 
the Indians. “They wear hats and shawis, 
and have skirts which come almost to the 
ankles. The Indian women have hats like 
a ple pan with upturned brims and low 
crowns. They also wear shawis of red. 
blue, yellow or black. They have on em- 
broidered waists and voluminous skirts. A 
single woman may wear half a dozen skirts, 
so that her dress stands out as did those of 
our girls in the days of wire petticoats. 


There are Indian men by the hundreds 
walking about through the market. They 
are buying and selling, and there are Indian 
women going about with bundies on their 
backs and babies on the tops of the bun- 
dies. The men have flat round hats with 
brims turned up al! around, and under the 
hats are knit caps of bright colors with ear 
flaps, which hang down to their necks. 
Some of the Indians are driving in Namas 
loaded with goods, and some carry great 
packs on their shoulders containing vegeta- 
bles and other wares which they have 
brought in from far away in the country. 
The whole scene is one of bright colors, but 
it is quiet, and the people are gentle and 
somber. They talk in low tones, and they 
seem very timid. When I point my camera 
at them the women hide their faces and the 
children how! and go off on the run. 

One of the odd sights of the market, and 
also of the streets throughout Cuzco, is the 
traffic and the way freight is carried. Ev- 
erything comes in from the country on 
donkeys, or mules, or on llamas, or upon 
the backs of men and women. There is not 
a carriage in the whole city, and when one 
goes out to ride he must go horseback, or 
muleback. In coming in on the train I had 
the station master with me. He had been 
instructed by the superintendent of the rail- 
road to see that I got to my hotel, and as 
I have a great lot of baggage I told him he 
had better hire a carriage. He replied tha’ 
there were no carriages in Cuzco, but that 
he might take the street car and that my 
typewriter and trunks could be carried on 
the backs of Indian cargadores. I found the 
street car to be a long box resting on 
wheels, with a team of four shaggy mules 
as the motor. There were half a dozen such 
cars, each with its separate team, and they 
were so crowded that | was barely able to 
get standing room. The cars run only to 
the trains, and these arrive and depart three 
times a week, so that if you can get a car 
ride a day you are lucky. It was about a 


mile and a half from the railroad depot to 
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the main plaza, and our mules went on the 
gallop. 

Our hotel, the Gasco, is within a half block 
of the track. It is run on the European 
plan, and we were able to get two very good 
rooms at a price of two gold dollars a day. 
Our meals we take at the hotel of Senor 
Pedro Zanchez, which faces the great plaza 
and the cathedral. The entrance to this 
house is a cave-like passageway, through 
courts which are bad-smelling and dirty, and 
it is only when you reach the dining-room 
that you dare to cease from holding your 
nose. Once there the accommodations are 
better. The food is Peruvian, but the eggs 
are fresh and the meats are good. The 
landlord studies to please, and his price, 
$1.25 a day for three meals, is low. The 
only trouble is the lack of good lights. 
Cuzco’s only flluminants are coal oi] and 
candies, and I frequently stumble over In- 
dians as I go out of the hotel on the way 
to my rooms after dinner. 

Nevertheless, I am delighted with Cusco. 
The sky is so blue, the sun is so bright and 
the surroundings so beautiful. In addition 
to the quaintness and strange costumes of 
today, there is the romance of the past and 
the ruins of the Incas. But of those I wil! 
write you next Sunday.

A Tribe of Merry Pigmies. 

[London Chronicle:] The merriest men 
in the world seem to be the pigmies who 
live and laugh in the “Forest of Eternal 
Twilight,” where they were discovered by 
Dr. W. E. Gyle, the explorer. Describing 
these pigmies, Dr. Gyle said “they were the 
jolliest people in the world. They laughed 
louder and more often than any person | 
have so far met—it was a very pleasant 
experience inythis striving age to mix with 
people who laughed more than they 
frowned. 

“Next to the pigmies, the jolliest race, | 
believe, is that of the Shans. Some of 
these little people are to be found in the 
northern part of Siam, and I am preparing 
ap expedition to go among and study them. 
They have succeeded in resisting the infiu- 
ence of the Chinese, Siamese and Burmese 
whom their territory is surrounded-- 
and they have preserved their owa lan- 
guage and a great many of the customs 
peculiar to their race.” 

While exploring’ in Central Africa, Dr. 
Gyle encountered cannibals, and he was im- 
pressed with their honorable conduct. “! 
have never known one of these primitive 
people go back on his treaty,” he declared. 

He found a great desire among tic 
Mohammedans to learn English and to ed- 
ucate themselves generally according to 
western models. There was a dearth of 
young men in Nazareth, they were mi- 
grating westward in search of fortune. 

“Many of them,” he said, “are going to 
America, where they obtain situations as 
clerks in houses dealing with produce from 
their native land. Some of them have done 
very well, and at Bethlehem I observed 
quite a number of excellent new houses 
which I learned had been erected by suc- 
cessful emigrants for their parents.” 

On the borders of the Sea of Galilee, Dr. 
Gyle was surprised to see a derrick, and 
still further surprised to discover a Calli- 
fornian in charee. who explained: “We are 
after oll: we have already gone down 500 
feet, and there is no question that we are 
going to get oil.”

Favors a Reserve. 


Gen. Wotherspoon, like Gen. Wood, his 
predecessor, holds that the regular army 
very well may be regarded as a training 
school for military reservists. A reserve, 
he has pointed out, if ever the nation goes 
to war, will be needed. Just how desper- 
ately it will be needed few realize until they 
stop to consider how few men there are in 
the country of military training and how 
many will be needed in event of war if need-} 
less sacrifice of life be prevented. 

To establish a reserve of the sort Gen. 
Wotherspoon has in mind it would be neces- 
sary to have as a base a mobile army—in- 
fantry, cavalry. and field artillery--of at 
least 150,000 men. Enlistments should be 
from two to not over three years, passing 
the man on the termination of his; enlist- 
ment to the reserve list for five or six 
years. 

With such a system there would be gradu- 
ated into the reserves each year 50,000 men. 
In three years there would be 150,000 reserv- 
ists and 150,000 actives; in two years more, 
roughly, 250,0000 reservists and 150,000 ac- 
tives, or a total of 450,000—all Gen. Wother- 
spoon can conceive would ever be needed in 
the first clash of war. 


“The coast artillery presents a separate 
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problem,” Gen. Wotherspoon said the other 
day in talking on this subject. “As at pres- 
ent constituted, the force is one-third short 
of what is necessary to man merely the 
guns we have, and these guns by no means 


cover the strategic points that should be 


protected. 

“In addition to the increased number of 
troops I have mentioned, a great need is 
depots of reserve supplies. There are many 
things needed in war that can’t be procured 
in a hurry. In event of hostilities we could, 
for example, go out into the open market 
and buy all the undershirts we needed for 
the biggest army we could put into the field, 
but we couldn't buy all the uniforms and guns 
and ammunition and wagons and trucks and 
other essentials. Delays in securing these 
supplies have_cost this nation tremendously 
in its previous wars. We ought to profit by 
the lessons of history. But it is only fair to 
say that we are much better off in the way 
of reserve supplies now than we ever were 
before.” 


Not a West Pointer. 


Though re as perhaps the ablest 
military educator it. the country, Gen. Woth- 
erspoon himself is not a West Point man. 


His military education has been acquired 
largely in the practical school of the army. 
Bagn in the service, the son of an army sur- 
geon, Gen. Wotherspoon’s place of nativity 
is the national capital. He was educated in 
private schools and then, in 1871, he was 
appointed a master’s mate in the navy, 
where he remained two years. Most of his 
naval service was on the old Plymouth, and 
it included a Mediterranean cruise. 


Returning to Washington in 1873, Gen. 
Wotherspoon, after examination, was ap- 
pointed by President Grant a second lieu- 
tenant in the Twelfth Infantry. He joined 
his regiment in California and began a ca- 
reer of a quarter of a century's service on 
the frontier and in the Indian country. 
With his regiment he was in the Nez Perce 
and Bannock campaigns of the late seven- 
ties, and then for ten years he served 
against the Apaches in the continuous war- 
fare in the Southwest. 


A short period of service at Sacketts 
Harbor, N. Y., was followed by three years 
in charge of Geronimo and other Apache 
prisoners in Alabama. Then came a short 
tour of duty as aid to Gen. O. O. Howard, 
commanding the Department of the East, 
followed by service as military instructor 
at the Rhode Island Agricultural College, 
where he was in 1898. He was out of the 
Cuban campaign on other duty, but in 1899 
he went with his regiment to the Philip- 
Pines and had four strenuous years there. 
The earlier part of the time he participated 
in the fighting on Luzon, and later in the 
southern islands. In 1903 he came home 
and was made assistant commandant the 
school of the line at Leavenworth. In 1904 
he was assigned to the general staff and de- 
tailed as assistant director of the war col- 
lege. Since then, save for brief periods of 
absence as chief of staff of the army of the 
second occupation of Cuba and a few months 
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as commander of the Department of the 
Gulf, his chief work has been as president 
of the war college. 


Islands Quickly Formed. 

[Memphis Commercial-Appeal:] The 
territory within a mile or two of each of 
the mouths of the Mississippi is character- 
ized by large swellings or upheavals of 
touga bluish-gray Clay, to which has been 
applied the name “mud lumps.” 

Many of these mud lumps rise just of 
shore and form islands having a surface 
extent of an acre or more and a height of 
five or ten feet, but some do not reach the 
water surface. 

These mud lumps, in addition to being 
of importance because of their effects on 
the channels of the Mississippi River, are 
also of considerable purely scientific inter- 
est, for their development is not included 
in the usual conception of delta growth, 
and although several theories have beer 
advanced, their cause must still be re- 
garded as uncertain. 

To an observer at the mouth of the river 
the idea that the region is a great dumping 
ground for a large part of the United States 
is most impressive. The land is being built 
out into the sea at an estimated average 
rate of about 3()) feet a year. In one place 
in Garden Island Bay the land appears to 
have advanced 2000 feet in the spring of 
1912. 

The mud lumps are commonly twenty to 
thirty rods broad and stand twenty to 
thirty feet above the adjacent bottom. Gen- 
erally a mud lump rises in a few weeks or 
months to a height of four or five feet 
above the surface of the water. Then it re- 
mains quiet and is beaten down by the 
waves in the course of a few years. Many 
of them subside, however, and some disap- 
pear over night. 

Among the most conspicuous and im- 
pressive features of the mud lumps are the 
mud springs that are active on many, if 
not all, of them. The discharge from these 
springs consists of salt, watery mud and 
gas—in fact, gas escapes at many places 
on the surface of the delta of the Mississ- 
ippi. Gas rises in bubbles in all the mud 
springs. 

It is considered by some scientists that 
the mud lumps are produced by a gentle 
seaward flow of layers of semi-fluid clay 
under the land and the shallow water near 
the ends of the passes. The mud lumps ap- 
pear to be the product of flow, because in 
no other places have such thick bodies of 
clay been found, and the fact that they 
occur almost exclusively near the ends of 
the passes and that they are most active 
during and after times of high water seems 
to support this theory.

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Chrysanthemums. 
TIME NOW FOR THEM TO BE 
PLANTED. 

T IS now time that chrysanthemums 
| were planted for autumn’s flowers, either 

by dividing into small pieces the old 
clumps now on hand or through purchase 
from a dealer of new plants, or both; for 
every year a few new ones should be 
grown. 

The necessity is a deep rich soll, for the 
‘mum is an extremely gross feeder. Soil 
may neither be tov rich nor rich wo deeply. 
No ordinary spading in of an application of 
stable manure will do. A foot and a half 
deep is not delving too far, and a liberal 
quantity of stable manure should be well 
mixed with the soil; not left in alternating 
lumps of soil and manure. Deep stirring is 
also necessary to secure good drainage, for 
‘mums need an abundance of water, and 
this must not permanently remain in the 
bed. 

Do not place plants too thickly. If sin- 
gle stemmed plants are to be grown for one 
giant bloom, a foot apart is enough; if four 
or five stems, leave a foot and one-half; if 
thicks are contemplated two feet for each 
plant will be needed. No loose methods of 
care and culture may be applied and yet 
secure good blooms in October and Novem- 
ber. Plants need to be trained from the be- 
ginning and usually are easy to shape and 
“hold back.” Without the latter precaution 
they would blossom in hot weather and 
yield small flowers. 

If a stout bush with many good flowers 
is desired, and this seems to be the aim 
of the average grower, pinching of the tips 
must be done. When the single stem is 
about eight inches high and before any buds 
appear (usually in June) pinch off, with 
thumb nail, the growing tip. Allow this to 
branch into three to five laterals. Then 
pinch out terminals of these, thereby caus- 
ing them to branch again. This method 
may be followed until you have the desired 
number of stems, on top of each of which 
allow but one bud to grow. Pinch out all 
but the central one as fast as they appear, 
and also “rub” out with the finger or thumb 
all lateral growths that appear below in the 
axils of the leaves. This method secures 
a stout, bushy, vigorous plant under com- 
plete control of the grower: one that will 
yield a good number of fine large flowers 
if well fed and well watered. 

Undoubtedly staking and tying will be 
necessary, and stout stakes of small size 
are prefefable, several to a plant. One to 
each flower is not necessary, but one to 
@ach main branch should be supplied. If 
the original main stem branches into five 

‘ stems, place five stakes, for the plants eas- 
fly split where branches join stem, and 
each branch should be tied to a stake at 
two or more places and intervals of time as 
growth progresses. Many use but one cen- 
tral stake, to which they tle the main stem, 
and then encircle the whole plant with one 
or more pieces of string. This method is 
not satisfactory. but always is disappoint- 
ing. Timely disbudding, plenty of water at 
‘all times, liberal feeding from about July 
until the first color shows in the buds and 
then still more wate: until the flowers are 
picked or wilted, are the chief points that 
will contribute to success. This short trea- 
tise could be elaborated into several pages 
filled with detail, but the main general 
treatment is herein fairly outlined.

F ONE will not go to the labor or expense 
of proper soll preparation there is little 


use advising him regarding the growing three times, liberal quantities of ait-slaked | 


of plants. For an ideal garden, consisting 
of large trees in some parts, one should 
buy a hole in the ground and haye it filled 
up to the depth of ten feet or thereabout. 

For tree planting in heavy clay or adobe 
soil it is best to bore down three or more 
feet with a soil or post-hole auger, put in 
a charge of dynamite and give the soil a 
good shaking and shattering to a depth of 
five or more feet. Then, before wetting 
throw a few pounds of sand or sand and 
well-rotted manure into the hole and settle 
the soi! back to its former state. The sand 
and manure will prevent its ever becoming 
as impermeable as before, give good drain-

age, plant food, and offer a very good op- 
portunity for successful tree growth. 

In the writer's own garden, little by little, 
yet some new territory each year, the soil 
has been taken ovt to a depth of two or 
more feet, mixed with sand and manure and 
replaced. Often the mixed mass has been 
put through a coarse sieve to insure thor. 
ough incorporation. In the beds about the 
house, three feet in width, the soil so mixed 
has been passed through a sieve of but a 
quarter-inch mesh. Needless to say, the re 
sults are all that one could expect, no mat- 
ter what the material planted therein. 
Such soll treatment pays, even though ex- 
pensive, and when the writer moves to 
larger quarters, as he soon must do, his 
successor will have a soll that is superior | 
to that of any garden in the neighborhood, 
though but eight years ago it was of the 
poorest type. 


The Nordmann Fir. 


BIES NORDMANNIANA, a noble fir 
from the mountains to the south of the 
Black Sea, is one of the handsomest coni- 
fers found in local gardens, and in lawns, or 
where the atmosphere is not too dry, it re- 
mains a strikingly beautiful tree for all 
time. The Abies or firs are difficult for the 
layman to distinguish from the Piceas or 
spruces, but if of fruiting age the cones tell 
the tale. Those of the firs stand erect, 
above the branches that bear them: those 
of the spruces hang pendant or drooping 
from the branches. Few of cither group 
thrive in our dry climate except u der very 
favorable conditions, for some atmosvheric 
humidity is needed unless in a cooler air 
than our summer afford.

Humus in Soils. 


UMUS in soils is dependent upon the 

decay of vegetable matter, but ia not 
such matter in process of decay. A loose, 
friable soil, light of color, and light in phys- 
ical texture, is often spoken of as full of 
humus when it is only well supplied with 
decaying vegetation introduced but a year 
previous, Humus itself is black, or nearly 
so, and gives to all soils a dark color if 
present in sufficient quantities. In the 
writer’s garden soll once brown has at the 
end of five years’ rest been explored and 
‘found to be “blacker than the shades of 
night.” and as friable as corn meal.

The Spirit of the Garden. | 


HE charms of a garden, aside from the 
character of the plants therein con- 
tained, are seclusion, snugness, and some 
intricacy of design. If none of these is 
present the garden may still present beau- 
tiful plants and flowers, but will not be 
either beautiful or interesting in its en- 
tirety. It must be snug, with some degree 


of privacy or it will not be home-like. It 
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ces, 


must have some intricacy of design and 
planting or the whole may be seen at a 
glance, and therefore not attractive, or it 
may be so chopped up into paths and beds 
as to be senseless and unattractive. This 
intricacy is dependent upon the proper use 
of shrubs, and really, the framework of all 
gardens wust be of shrubbery if true land- 
scape beauty is to be had. 


Books on Gardening. 


LL the best books on gardening are 

English, but on account of the great dif- 
ferences in climafe they are of little use in 
California. They are, however, of more 
value than those of writers in our eastern 
States. Indeed, one of the best of the lat- 
ter, written by a Massachusetts professor, 
has nearly all its Ulustrations and much of 
its text borrowed fiterally from Kemp, the 
best English authority on the fundamentals 
of landscape gardening. 

We have had a few books on gardening 
published in this State, the best one of the 
lot, Lyon’s “Gardening in California,” being 
out of print. MacLaren’s work is more for 


the central and northern parts of the State, 
and therefore in cultural directions not 
adapted to the naturally arid southland. 
But in whatever part you are gardening ex- 
perience is the best teacher, and by close 
and careful observation and the keeping of 
a garden diary one may become more profi- 
cient in the art of gardening than is pos- 
sible through study of all the world’s best 
literature on the subject. 


Lime in Clay Soils. 


IME, when mixed with clay, has the 

power of flocculation. It shrinks the 
clay from a solid, sticky mass into a friable 
or crumby condition so that both air and 
water, as well as plant roots, may easily en- 
ter. When dry the clay will neither crack 
nor bake, but fall to pieces, so that in plow- 
ing or cultivating it becomes reduced to real 
soil, whereas the untreated clay would turn | 
up in huge chunks of little value to agricul | 
ture. Lime is great value in all gardens, and 
seldom is there enough present or danger in | 
application of more. It should be well pul- 
verized and thoroughly mixed with the soil 
while the latter is as dry as it may easily 
become. ;

Some of the lighthouses on the great lakes 
are abandoned during the winter, as, the 
lakes being frozen, there is no navigation, 
but where the channels are open they are 
maintained. 

The openwork, iron-frame type of light- 
house is much in evidence on the Florida 
reefs. Built on coral, it is not advisable to 
erect Masonry, so they are supported by iron 
piles forced about ten feet into the coral 
rock or sand. Sombrero Key light, rising 
142 feet above the sea, is the tallest of these. 
The keepers’ quarters are within the struc- 
ture, thirty-seven feet in the air. 

Of all of Uncle Sam's lighthouses, those 
in Guam are perhaps the most western, but 
while nominally under the lighthouse serv- 
lee they are intrusted to the care of the 
naval authorities that govern Guam. Next 
in point of distance come the lights in the 
Hawaiian Islands. They are embraced in 
the nineteenth lighthouse district. The 
Makapuu Point light in those islands car- 
ries the largest lens in the service. It is 
eight and three-quarters feet in diameter. 
This lighthouse and fog signal station was 
completed about five years ago at a cost of 
$60.000. 

While the Hawalian lighthouses are far 
distant from the Pacific Coast, they are by 
no means so distant from neighbors and so 
genuinely isolated as those tm Alaska. At 
Cape Sarichef, in ‘the Aleutian Islands, al- 
most over to the coast of Asia, is a light- 
house where the keepers get mail only once 
in five months. 


High Lights. 


The tallest lighthouse in the country is 
the barber-pole one at Cape Hatteras, on 
the coast of North Carolina. It is 200 feet 
high. A light must be that height in order 
to be seen from the deck of a vessel twenty 
nautical miles away, so sharp is the curva- 
ture of the earth. Cape Mendocino, on the 
coast of California, has the highest light, it 
being in a twenty-foot-high house, the floor

has been devised by which the rays of the 
sun operate a valve, which shuts off the 
light in the daytime and permits it to come 
on at night, but as yet the service has not 
found it adaptable to buoys. 

However, this device is coming into wider 
use every month in the service for shore 
beacons. Of the ninety-five lights that 
have been established in Alaska in 
the last eleven years a large proportion 
are of the acetylene gas type, some self- 
tending and some requiring the services of 
a keeper. Inasmuch as many of these 
lights are placed in sharply-turning chan- 
nels, they do not have to be of great 
strength, and, in a country of smal! popula- 
tion, their selftending properties make 
them of added value. 

A number of these lights can be loaded 

up with a charge of acetylene and left alone 
with the certainty that, if they are not in- 
terfered with, they will flash a beam of 
light every three seconds for five months 
without being recharged. It has been found 
cheaper to let some of them flash night and 
day rather than to install the sun valve, 
which does not always work in a region of 
heavy fogs, or to hire an attendant. 
Where there is more sun the valve is 
used. It has proven most successful at 
the Fairport West Pier light in Ohio. The 
untended acetylene flashing light-also is do- 
ing good work on Richardson's Rock, Cali- 
fornia, in a place where it would be most 
dificult to erect and maintain a regular 
lighthouse. 
Study the Coast and Geodetic Survey 
charts of the country’s coast line and you 
will see to what extent the lighthouse serv- 
ice is alding seamen to avoid dangerous 
places and in safeguarding the lives of all 
who travel by water. Observe the dotted 
arcs that indicate the range of fixed lights. 
Along the most traveled coasts, such as 
the north Atlantic, you will see that the arcs 
overlap; ongthe gulf, the great lakes and 
the Pacific there are many gaps. These 
gaps, as the years pass, are being rapidly 
closed. Uncle Sam is becoming more and 
more vigilant.

Food of the Stone Age. 
[Chicago Record-Herald:] There is noth- 
ing to indicate that the men of the later 
stone age did not have buckwheat pan- 
cakes for breakfast. It has been learned 
that not only buckwheat but many other 
grains of the present day, such as corn, 
bariey, flax, rye and oats, formed an im- 
portant part of the daily bread consumed 
by the people of the latter half of the stone 
age, known as the neolithic epoch. 

It is generally admitted that the men of 
the age of hewn stone were hunters. With 
Asiatic invasions the manner of living 
changed. The neolithics began to raise 
domestic animals and to cultivate certain 
species of plants, the remains of which are 
still to be found. Prof. Schenck has brought 
this question to an interesting point. Corn 
is the most ancient plant known. Scien- 
tists have observed samples of it in the 
celebrated layer of the Mas d'Azil, or enc 
of the hewn stone period. 

It is believed that this kind of plant is 
essentially of Asiatic origin. It could have 
been brought into Europe by neolithic in- 
vaders. Egyptian wheat has also been 
found. Barley is also pretty frequent, being 
represented by six distinct varieties. On 
the other hand, rye and oats were known, 
but were rare. Flax was represented by a 
different kind from the present species. 
The other plants of that age were prob- 
ably gathered in a wild state. Fruits were 
generally cut in quarters and dried; such 
as certain little species of apples and 
pears. Among’ these latter the present 
Swiss species, Achras, has been found. 


Saved by a Wave. 
[Philadelphia Record: ] Swept over- 
board by one giant wave, four seamen on 
the British steamship Ribston seemed to 
be lost, when another big billow took them 
on its crest and flung them back aboard 
the sh p. Their mishap occurred while the 
vessel was on her way from Philadelphia to 
Cuba, and the story was told upon the 
Ribston’s arrival in Havana.

Barrenness and High Heels. 


{Human Culture:] The corset was once 
considered the chief cause of uterine dis 
placements, but now high heels have taken 
its place and bid fair to rival the corset in 
widespread mischief. High heels cause 
serious disturbances of the bony, ligamen- 
tous, and muscular tissues of the entire 
spine, especially in the smal! of the back, 
which region must bear the brunt of this 
strain. It not only interferes with blood 
and nerve supply to tissues supplied from 
the spinal area, but, also produces organic 
displacements, particularly within the pel- 
vis. Accompanying many uterine displace- 
ments there is bending of the womb upon 
itself, which narrows the central canal or 
entirely occludes it, responsible for much 
pain and discomfort of ménstruation, also 
prevents the entrance of sperm into the 
upper part of the uterus or the lower por- 
tion of the fallopian tubes, where it fer- 
tilizes the ovum. Thua, it can be seen that 
malpositions of the womb may, and very 
frequently do, produce sterility. 

Effects of high heels are so far reaching 
that it is difficult to realize or justly appre- 
ciate their significance, nor is one at all 
likely to overestimate the damage wrought 
by their use. Coupled with their pernicious 
effects upon the female economy and effi- 
ciency and their relationship to barrenness 
and race suicide, may we not consider what 
it really means to us and also to posterity. 
The real needs of the human body are few 
and fundamental. It needs no props, stays, 
stilts, crutches, or other unnatural devices, 
and the more such things are forced upon 
it the weaker it becomes and the less its 
power and efficiency. There is just suffi- 
clent space within each cavity of the body 
for the functioning of each organ and tissue 
contained therein, and anything which dim-

One may be exquisitely 
dressed, yet that of itself would not, neces- 
sarily, be proof of his (or her) good taste, 
as it may be due to another; but when we 
hear him (or her) speak we are not long in 
determining whether anyone lives there or 
not, for expression is the dress of thought. 


By education a man has something; by 
culture he is something—culture engrosses 
the whole man. There is a certain mechan- 
ical dexterity to be acquired before the 
beautiful conceptions we possess can be 
communicated to others. The mechanism, 
however, must not be apparent. No artist 
ever shows effort. The golden key to ev- 
ery excellence is practice, and this can be 
purchased only by labor—unremitting labor 
and perseverance. It is absolutely neces- 
sary to be acquainted with the power, va- 
riety and extent of the instrument through 
which we convey thoughts to others. 

God's greatest gift to man is speech, and 
it is too solemn a thing to treat lightly: it 
grows out from life, out of its agonies and 
ecstacies, its wants and its weariness. 
The voice bespeaks the individual. While 
this is true in all walks of life, it is edpe-

The 
human voice has been made to reach the 
heart and to stir it up by its thrilling vibra- 
tions. We might as well despise the ear 
for its office of carrying the sound as to 
undervalue the manner in which these 
sounds are made. It is true the clergy bear 
the messages of God in earthen vessels, but 
that is no reason why they should display 
their mere earthiness. The truths of the 
gospel, above all others, should be correctly 
voiced; for truth, even truth, when repul- 
sively arrayed, will repel rather than at- 
tract the hungry soul.
